NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATIONS 

Early  in  April  CIUS  brought  out  a reprint 
of  the  1955  ZJkrainian-English  Dictionary,  compiled 
by  C.H.  Andrusyshen  and  J.N.  Krett  and  published 
for  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  Press.  The  earlier  edition,  long 
out-of-print,  was  an  important  event  in  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  scholarship  twenty-five  years  ago.  The 
new  paperback  printing,  which  runs  to  over  1,100 
pages,  will  serve  thousands  of  students  well, 
just  as  the  original  did.  It  retails  for  $19.50 
and  may  be  obtained  from  the  University  of  Toron- 
to Press.

In  May  Shadows  of  Forgotten  Ancestors,  the 
fourth  title  in  the  series  Ukrainian  Classics  in 
Translation,  edited  by  George  S.N.  Luckyj  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  was  published  for  CIUS 
by  the  Ukrainian  Academic  Press  in  Littleton, 
Colorado . 

The  series,  initiated  in  1972,  makes  avail- 
able in  English  some  outstanding  works  by  Ukrain- 
ian writers,  many  of  whom  are  widely  known  in 
their  own  culture  but  are  little  known  in  the 
English-speaking  world.  Hereafter,  the  series 
will  be  sponsored  by  CIUS  under  the  imprint  of 
the  Ukrainian  Academic  Press. 

Shadows  of  Forgotten  Ancestors  is  the  first 
professional  translation  of  Mykhailo  Kotsiubynsky ' s 
masterpiece  Tini  zabutykh  predkiv.  The  translator 
is  Marco  Carynnyk.  Notes  and  an  essay  on  Kotsiu- 
bynsky are  provided  by  Bohdan  Rubchak,  professor 
of  Ukrainian  literature  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  at  Chicago  Circle.

In  June  the  first  volume  of  Volodymyr  Vyn- 
nychenko,  Shchodennyk  [Diary],  was  published  in 
Edmonton  and  New  York  by  CIUS  and  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  United  States 
(UVAN) . 


Volodymyr  Vynnychenko  (1880-1951)  was  one  of 
the  most  eminent  Ukrainian  writers  of  the  first 
half  of  the  twentieth  century.  His  works  have 
been  translated  into  numerous  languages,  including 
Russian,  German,  Polish  and  Hebrew,  in  addition 
to  English.  He  is  also  widely  known  as  one  of 
the  leading  political  figures  in  the  revolution- 
ary government,  the  General  Secretariat,  leader 
of  the  Ukrainian  delegation  conducting  negotia- 
tions with  the  Provisional  Government  of  Russia 
in  1917,  and  as  head  of  the  Directory  of  the 
Ukrainian  National  Republic  in  1918-19. 

The  "Diary"  covers  the  years  1911-51  and  is 
a fascinating  cultural  and  social  document. 

Volume  One,  which  is  part  of  a planned  five- 
volume  series,  encompasses  the  years  1911-20. 

The  reader  will  find  much  that  is  not  commonly 
known  and  other  items  providing  new  information 
about  the  private  and  creative  life  of  the  writer, 
cultural  and  political  life  in  Russia  and  Ukraine, 
and  a vivid  account  of  the  short-lived  communist 
revolution  in  Hungary  in  1919. 

The  "Diary"  is  edited  and  introduced  by 
Hryhory  Kostiuk,  head  of  the  Vynnychenko 
Commission  of  UVAN  and  author  of  numerous  works 
on  the  history  of  the  revolutionary  and  post- 
revolutionary epochs.  It  is  available  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press,  price  $30.00  (cloth).

In  September  1981  CIUS  published  Rethinking 
Ukrainian  History,  edited  by  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky, 
assisted  by  John-Paul  Himka,  which  includes 
selections  from  the  Ukrainian  Historical  Conference 
held  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  in  May 
1978.

(0.  Subtelny) ; "Ukrainian  Cities  in  the  Nine- 
teenth Century"  (P.  Herlihy) ; "Ukrainian  Cities 
during  the  Revolution  and  Interwar  Era"  (S. 

Guthier) ; "Urbanization  in  Ukraine  since  the 
Second  World  War"  (R.  Szporluk) ; "The  Role  of 
the  City  in  Ukrainian  History"  (P.  Woroby) ; 
and  "Evolution  of  the  Ukrainian  Literary 
Language"  (G.  Shevelov) . 

The  270-page  volume,  which  contains  an 
introduction  by  I.  Rudnytsky,  concludes  with  a 
stimulating  Round  Table  discussion  on  "Pro- 
blems of  Terminology  and  Periodization  in  the 
Teaching  of  Ukrainian  History."  It  may  be 
obtained  at  the  price  of  $14.95  (cloth)  and 
$9.95  (paper)  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL-VISITATION  PROGRAMME  SUCCESSFUL 


In  April  and  May  CIUS  and  the  Department 
of  Slavic  Languages  at  the  University  of  Alberta 
organized  a high  school  visitation  programme  to 
promote  Ukrainian  studies.  Students  from  the 
university  gave  presentations  on  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  and  Ukrainian  themes  in  such  fields 
as  literature,  history,  political  science, 
music  and  language  to  students  enrolled  in 
Ukrainian  30  and  Social  Studies  30  classes. 

The  purpose  of  the  programme  was  three- 
fold: 1)  to  expose  students  to  interesting 

ideas  and  views  which  hopefully  will  motivate 
interest  in  the  study  of  Ukrainian  problems 
in  Canada  and  Ukraine  upon  their  arrival  at 
university;  2)  to  provide  students  with  some 
information  about  university  courses  and 
programmes  in  Ukrainian  studies;  3)  to 
encourage  students  to  join  the  Ukrainian 
Students'  Club  on  campus  when  they  register 
in  the  fall. 

On  23  January  CIUS  mailed  letters  about 
the  programme  to  numerous  high  schools  and 
received  eight  positive  responses.  Six  uni- 
versity students,  of  diverse  academic  back- 
grounds, visited  the  high  schools  where  an 
average  of  fifteen  students  per  class  attended 
the  presentations.  Reaction  was  positive  and 
both  the  high  school  staff  and  the  university 
students  felt  that  a similar  programme  should 
be  organized  for  the  1981-2  academic  year.

The  objectives  of  the  Foundation  are  listed 
below: 

1.  To  support  the  development  of  the 

Ukrainian  language,  literature,  history, 
the  social  sciences,  religious  studies, 
the  fine  arts,  the  library  sciences  and 
the  education  of  teachers; 


2.  To  support  the  development,  co-ordina- 
tion and  financing  of  Ukrainian  studies, 
research  and  publications  in  Canadian 
universities ; 

3.  To  assist  in  the  establishment  of  crea- 
tive contacts  among  professors,  schol- 
ars, writers,  scientists  and  librarians 
by  promoting  and  organizing  meetings, 
lectures,  conferences,  seminars,  tours 
and  other  educational  activities; 

4.  To  collect  and  administer  funds  in

3.  To  increase  the  number  and  size  of  post- 
doctoral fellowships  and  visiting  pro- 
fessorships ; 

4.  To  provide  matching  grants  to  university 
libraries  in  Canada  where  Ukrainian 
studies  are  in  the  embryonic  stage; 

5.  To  commission  a series  of  high  quality 
educational  teaching  aids  on  film  and/or 
in  print  about  Ukrainian  culture; 

6.  To  purchase  valuable  rare  collections 
of  documents,  manuscripts  and  books 
for  deposit  in  the  Public  Archives  of 
Canada; 

7.  To  provide  research  grants  to  students 
of  advanced  work  on  Ukrainian  topics; 

8.  To  subsidize  the  training  of  dance, 
choir  and  vidna  shkola  instructors. 
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ENGLISH-UKRAINIAN  BILINGUAL  PROGRAMME  IN 
EDMONTON  STUDIED 

Earlier  this  year  Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  con- 
ducted a survey  of  selected  teachers  of  the 
Edmonton  Ukrainian-English  bilingual  pro- 
gramme to  determine  whether  the  Institute's 
Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre  (ULRC)  is 
satisfying  their  needs.  Dr.  Hornjatkevyc 
interviewed  both  Ukrainian  language  co-ordina- 
tors  and  one  teacher  from  each  grade  in  both  the 
public  and  separate  school  system. 

Generally,  the  responses  were  favourable. 
The  ULRC  possesses  most  of  the  necessary 
teaching  materials,  such  as  books,  periodicals, 
films,  slides  and  film  strips,  sound  recordings 
and  videotapes.  However,  the  teachers  expres- 
sed the  need  for  other  materials  not  yet  on  the 
market,  including  better  instruction  manuals, 
reading  materials  that  correspond  to  the  pupils' 
intellectual  level  and  linguistic  ability,  and 
games.  In  many  instances,  the  teachers  are 
compelled  to  produce  such  materials  themselves 
at  the  expense  of  considerable  time  and  effort. 

The  teachers  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
current  operating  hours  of  ULRC  and  suggested 
that  the  centre  be  opened  one  evening  per  week 
and/or  Saturday  morning.  Such  steps  will  be 
taken  in  the  near  future. 


PUBLICATION  OF  INAUGURAL  LECTURE  OF  TORONTO  CHAIR 

The  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  is  one  of  the  greatest  achieve- 
ments of  the  Toronto  Ukrainian  community.  Having 
received  substantial  funds  from  the  federal 
government,  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies  was 
established  in  1979  at  one  of  the  most  renowned 
universities  in  Canada. 

The  official  opening  ceremony  took  place  on 
22  October  1980,  with  the  participation  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  the  Ukrainian  community, 
the  Foundation  of  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
and  well-known  guests  from  Canada  and  abroad. 

On  the  same  day  the  incumbent  of  the  Chair,  Dr. 
Paul  Magocsi,  presented  his  inaugural  lecture 
on  the  theme  "National  Culture  and  University 
Chairs . " 

The  lecture,  which  outlined  the  history  of 
chairs  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  Europe  and  the 
United  States,  has  been  published  in  both 
Ukrainian  and  English.  It  includes  the  intro- 
ductory remarks  of  A.M.  Kruger,  Dean  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  the 


closing  comments  of  Dr.  0.  Pritsak,  Mykhailo  Hru- 
shevsky  Professor  of  Ukrainian  History  at  Har- 
vard University,  the  first  chair  of  its  kind 
on  the  American  continent.

PROFESSOR  KUBIJOVY^  RECEIVES  FIRST  CFUS  AWARD 

On  17  May  the  Canadian  Foundation  for 
Ukrainian  Studies  (CFUS)  was  pleased  to  honour 
Professor  Volodymyr  Kubijovyc  with  its  first 
Award  for  Scholarly  Excellence  in  Ukrainian 
Studies  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.  The  award  was 
presented  by  Mr.  Peter  Savaryn,  president  of  the 
Foundation,  at  the  convention  banquet  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Business 
Federation,  whose  initiatives  in  the  mid-1970s 
brought  both  CFUS  and  CIUS  into  being. 

Professor  Kubijovyc  is  a renowned  geographer 
and  scholar.  His  numerous  publications  have 
included  Atlas  Ukrainy  i sumezhnykh  kraiv  [Atlas 
of  Ukraine  and  Neighbouring  Countries]  (1937), 
Heohrafiia  ukrainskykh  i sumezhnykh  zemel  [Geo- 
graphy of  Ukraine  and  Neighbouring  Countries] 
(1938) , Pastushstvo  Bukovyny  [Pastoral  Bukovyna] 
(1935)  and  Etnichni  hrupy  Pivdenno-zahkidnoi 
Ukrainy  [Ethnic  groups  of  South-West  Ukraine] 
(1953).  Since  1948  he  has  been  editor-in-chief 
of  the  three-volume,  topical  Entsyklopediia 
ukrainoznavstva  [Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine],  pub- 
lished by  the  Shevchenko  Scientific  Sbciety  in 
Munich  (1948-52) ; the  two-volume  English-language 
Ukraine:  A Concise  Encyclopedia 3 published  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  (1963,  1971);  and  the 
eight  published  volumes  of  the  ten-volume  alpha- 
betical Entsyklopediia  ukrainoznavstva  (1955-76). 


In  1977,  with  CIUS  support,  he  began  to  pre- 
pare a four-volume,  alphabetical  Encyclopedia 
of  Ukraine  in  the  English  language.  The  first 
volume,  A-F,  is  scheduled  for  publication  in 
1982  by  CFUS,  CIUS  and  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  under  the  imprint  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press. 

Since  1952  Professor  Kubijovyc  has  resided 
in  Sarcelles,  France  (near  Paris)  with  a small 
group  of  permanent  research  associates.

On  28  May  the  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Institute's  Council  of  Associates  was  held 
where  the  two  main  items  were  an  annual  update 
on  the  Institute's  activities  by  CIUS  director, 
Dr.  Manoly  Lupul,  and  a detailed  discussion  of 
Mr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko's  research  report  on 
"Ukrainian  Studies  Courses  at  Canadian  Univer- 
sities: An  Update  (1979-80)."  Various  opi- 

nions were  expressed  and  frustrations  aired. 

The  main  suggestion  was  that  CIUS  convene  a 
workshop  to  explore  alternative  approaches  to 
scheduling  courses  and  to  help  improve  instruc- 
tional techniques  to  increase  enrolment.  A 
wine-and-cheese  reception,  attended  also  by 
CAS  executive  members,  followed. 

The  Council  of  Associates  consists  of  thirty- 
eight  senior  personnel  in  Ukrainian  studies  at 
Canadian  universities.  Its  main  purpose  is  to 
assist  the  Institute  in  implementing  its  inter- 
university functions.  Because  of  the  possible 
remoteness  of  Halifax  and  time-tabling  problems, 
the  attendance  of  Associates  was  the  lowest  to 
date,  a fact  which  was  partly  compensated  by  the 
participation  of  an  increased  number  of  younger 
instructors  in  Ukrainian  studies. 

Next  day  at  a meeting  of  the  Conference  on 
Ukrainian  Studies,  which  came  into  being  in 
April  1974  to  provide  special  sessions  in  Ukrain- 
ian studies  at  meetings  of  the  Canadian  Associa- 
tion of  Slavists,  Dr.  Bohdan  Harasymiw,  the 
president,  conducted  the  business  meeting,  where 
it  was  decided  that  the  Conference  session  in 
1982  consist  of  papers  bearing  on  the  forth- 
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coming  millenial  commemoration  of  the  introduc- 
tion of  Christianity  in  Ukraine  in  988  A.D. 
Concern  was  also  expressed  about  the  importance 
of  encouraging  CAS  to  lobby  the  appropriate 
authorities  about  the  difficulty  of  pursuing 
research  in  the  Soviet  Union,  especially  where 
access  to  scholarly  materials  is  concerned.

PUBLICATION  THROUGH  PROGRAMMING 

Over  the  past  two  years  CIUS  has  evolved 
a publications  programme  in  which  computer 
programming  plays  a key  role.  The  following 
illustrated  essay  acquaints  the  reader  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  CIUS  system  of  pub- 
lishing operates. 


Publishing  has  gone  through  a series  of 
technological  innovations  since  the  invention 
of  the  printing  press  by  Gutenberg  in  1450. 

The  construction  of  the  first  type-setter  in 
1886  advanced  the  art  of  book  publishing  by 
providing  a wide  choice  of  typefaces  and 
letter  designs  that  could  be  rapidly  accumu- 
lated in  blocks  of  type  for  the  increasingly 
mechanized  printing  presses.  Further  techno- 
logical improvements  have  since  been  made  — 
to  the  presses,  the  papers  and  inks,  and  the 
typesetting  machines. 

In  the  past  five  years  computers  have 
come  to  play  an  important  role  in  the  publi- 
cations industry.  Word-processing  is  just 
one  of  the  more  visible  applications  of  this 
process  of  automation.  The  speed  and  capacity 
with  which  computers  perform  programmed 
instructions,  evaluations,  and  accurately 
duplicate  routines  many  times  over,  makes  them 
particularly  suited  for  handling  the  hardware 
(presses,  typographic  equipment)  of  publishing. 
However,  it  is  also  of  great  benefit  to  the 
editor  who  must  handle  the  potential  publica- 
tions . 


Publishing  invariably  begins  with  a manu- 
script. Although  an  author  has  usually  put 
considerable  effort  into  the  work,  it  can 
rarely  stand  on  its  own  as  the  final  product. 
First  it  is  read  and  evaluated  by  CIUS  staff. 
When  the  decision  to  publish  is  made,  the 
manuscript  is  perused  by  a content  editor  and 
subsequently  passed  on  to  the  editorial  assis- 
tant for  stylistic  and  mechanical  editing. 

This  is  by  no  means  the  final  stage  in  edito- 
rial control,  but  it  provides  a working  copy 
of  the  text  to  input  into  files  in  the 
computer. 
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CIUS  uses  an  AMDAHL  470v/7  computer,  loca- 
ted at  the  University  of  Alberta,  which  works 
on  the  MTS  (Michigan  Terminal  Systems)  pro- 
gramming language . The  TEXTFORM  language , a 
sub-language  in  MTS,  is  well  suited  to  CIUS 
publication  needs.  It  enables  the  programming 
of  the  input  text  with  all  the  necessary 
coding,  to  produce  an  output  that  matches  the 
specification  required  in  publishing  books 
using  a very  basic  ("user-friendly")  language. 


ter  print-out  of  the  text  is  sent  to  the 
author  for  approval.  At  this  stage,  improve- 
ments can  still  be  made  since  the  body  of  the 
text  is  stored  in  the  computer  memory  rather 
than  in  the  form  of  a type-set  galley  for 
printing.

Attached  to  the  University  of  Alberta 
computing  system  is  the  APS-5,  a high-speed 
photo- typesetting  system.  This  operates  on 
the  basis  of  its  own  internal  computer  that  is 
connected  to  the  AMDAHL,  thereby  providing  the 
galleys,  duplicating  the  text  previously 
edited  on  the  print-outs.  The  APS-5  is  espe- 
cially designed  to  process  the  data  into  a 
completed  text  at  ultra-high  speeds.  A manu- 
script such  as  Borys’  Sovietization  of  Ukraine 3 
with  about  500  pages,  is  programmed  through 
TEXTFORM  and  can  run  through  the  APS-5  in 
only  forty-five  minutes.  The  output,  which  is 
etched  onto  the  photopaper  by  laser,  takes  just 
three  hours.  The  APS-5  has  the  ability  to 
switch  to  a dozen  different  type-faces,  fonts 
and  sizes  in  micro-seconds,  on  discs  that  it 
can  access  as  it  operates. 


The  galleys  are  then  given  to  the  printers 
for  page  make-up,  with  the  material  arranged 
for  the  production  of  printing  plates.  The 
pages  may  still  be  examined  by  CIUS  editorial 
staff  as  they  are  produced  and  corrections  can 
be  inserted.  On  occasion,  an  author  may  be 
sent  a copy  at  this  juncture  for  final  perusal. 
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The  brown-line  is  an  exact  replica  of  the  final 
book  produced  with  negatives  of  the  pages  pro- 
vided by  the  APS-5.  The  negatives  are  used 
to  produce  the  metal  plates  for  printing. 

With  this  last  step,  the  process  is  com- 
pleted. Each  publication  represents  months  of 
labour  by  CIUS  staff,  Computer  Services  and 
Printing  Services.  In  a sense,  those  involved 
are  pioneers  of  a new  generation,  which  has 
replaced  the  pen  and  paper  with  the  computer 
terminal  and  magnetic  tape.
